A MAN who sliced the throat of an 
American girl he met on Facebook 
has been jailed for life. 

David Russell, 20, from Duston, 
admitted to the kidnap and 
attempted murder of the 19-year- 
old Californian after coaxing 
her to Harlestone Firs where he 
carried out his planned attack on 
April 1. 

Russell was sentenced to a mini¬ 
mum of 17 and half years in prison 
on Tuesday, at Northampton 
Crown Court. 

Christopher Donnellan QC, pros¬ 
ecuting, explained how they had 
originally met on the net. 

He said: “They were both initially 
using pseudonyms of Oliver Sykes 
and Ruby Townsend, the lead 
singer of a rock band and his girl¬ 
friend, on Facebook.” 

The online relationship had been 
going on since 2010 when they 
both revealed their true identities 
and the woman made plans to 
come to the UK in April which 
troubled Russell as he already had 
a girlfriend. 

The night before the girl 
was about to arrive, Russell 
planned his deadly scheme on the 
internet. 

Mr Donnellan said: “The night 
she was travelling the defendant 
was on his computer searching 
terms like ‘ways to kill someone 
with your bare hands’, ‘how to kill 
someone and get away with it’,

head and hands up and she did so with 
her palms up trusting him. 

“Although she did not see the imple¬ 
ment, she felt her throat being sliced.” 

The girl managed to move forward but 
was stabbed in the back with such force 
that the knife was bent at 90 degrees. She 
was then hit with a log and head-butted 
in an ordeal that lasted more than an 
hour. 

It only ended after she told him she had 
given his name and address to immigra¬ 


tion when she had arrived in the country 
only hours before. 

Mr Donnellan added: “She had trusted 
him to go into the woods and indeed 
trusted him enough to put the blindfold 
on.” 

He then left her and took an overdose at 
his home while she escaped to a nearby 
house where the emergency services 
were called. 

Sentencing Russell to a minimum of 17 
and a half years, Judge Charles Wide QC 
said: “The features of this case are truly 


horrifying. She had come all the way 
from the United States of America to see 
you. She was alone and you planned to 
kill her. 

“You will only be considered for release 
once you have served that period in 
prison but you are so exceptionally dan¬ 
gerous that in my judgement, it may be a 
long time after that before you are 
released.” 

Russell looked down as he was sen¬ 
tenced and lashed out at the wall of the 
dock as he was escorted to the cells. 


Cash bin collection boost is 
no advantage to authority

NORTHAMPTON Borough 
Council might not be able to 
take advantage of a £250 mil¬ 
lion bin collection boost 
because it is already on its 
way to achieving the imp¬ 
rovements set out by Gov¬ 
ernment. 

Earlier this year, the authority 
signed a shared service agree¬ 
ment with Daventry District 
Council and Enterprise Man¬ 
aged Services, in a bid to better 
waste collection. 

Councillor David Mack¬ 
intosh explained that through 
the deal the council had 
already improved the service 
but they were not sure 
whether it would be able to 
take advantage of the cash 
boost. 

He said: “We are still working 
through the details. We are 
committed to minimising the 
amount of waste that is going 
to landfill and increase recy¬ 
cling. 

“Contracts have been signed 
with Enterprise and it may 
mean we need to renegotiate 
some of them if the way the 
service is delivered changes. 

“But we aim to get as close 
to weekly picks-up as we 
possibly can.” 

The opposition Labour 


group have called on the 
council to take up the oppor¬ 
tunity. 

They would like to see the 
Conservative administration, 
Daventry District Council and 
Enterprise work together on 
proposals to guarantee the 


weekly pick-ups 
Government want.

Hospital bosses consider future of services 



NHS bosses are remaining 
tight-lipped over the future of 
services at Northampton 
General Hospital. 

More than 70 representa¬ 
tives from 29 organisations 
met up earlier this week as 
part of the Acute Services 
Review process, to discuss 
how services can be improved 
to meet the needs of the 1.6 
million people living in the 
South East Midlands area. 

Although those at the meet¬ 
ing agreed that there are 
opportunities for hospitals in 
Northampton, Luton, Milton 
Keynes, Kettering and 
Bedford to work together, 
there was no confirmation 
whether this would mean 
sharing services with other 
hospitals or losing services to 


other hospitals completely. 
Instead, ideas discussed 
included using new technolo¬ 
gy to deliver care in people’s 
homes and developing a 
wider range of services in 
local and community set¬ 
tings. 

John Parkes, chief executive 
of NHS Milton Keynes and 
Northamptonshire PCT 
Cluster, said: “Quality is the 
main focus. Services are gen¬ 
erally good in the region and 
this review is not about 
change for change’s sake. 

“But where there is evi¬ 
dence that we can improve 
the way we work, there is a 
real willingness from clini¬ 
cians to come together and 
develop innovative solutions 
for this region.” 




















Driver denies knowledge of hidden coke stash 


A NORTHAMPTON man was the 
driver for a drug dealing OAP who 
was kidnapped and tortured by 
his associates when £1 million of 
cocaine was lost, a court heard. 

George Evans had a hole drilled 
into his foot after 30 kilos of the 
drug that was being smuggled 
from Spain to the UK, was found 
by the French police. 

Evans, 75, got the blame for the 
loss of the consignment which 
had been hidden in a Ford Ranger 
which was being driven by Brian 
Smith, 51, from Northampton. 

The car had been stopped in a 
random check on the A7 
Autoroute, Luton Crown Court 
heard. 

Prosecutor Benjamin Gumpert 
said the smuggled drugs were 
found in a false ceiling, created by 
Evans, when the French officers 
X-rayed the pick-up. 

He alleged that Evans, now from 
Stevenage, and Smith were 
involved with others in a conspir¬ 
acy to supply cocaine. 

“This was not just a pinch. It was 
kilos and kilos of the stuff. George 
was the brains and Brian was the 
driver,” he said. 

He added that Evans had gone 
out to Spain on November 17, 
2009 to organise smuggling this 
consignment. Two days later 
Smith was driving the Ford 
Ranger from Girona in Catalonia 
through France when he was 
stopped. 

Smith was arrested and said he 
knew nothing of the drugs. He 
said he had been asked to take a 
piece of aircraft machinery down 
to Spain by Evans. 

In March last year while Smith 
was being held in France, the wife 



of Evans reported her husband 
missing. The police searched 
their home in Beeston, near 
Sandy, and in the outhouse they 
found five kilos of Benzocain 
which is used as a 
dental anaesthetic and by tattoo 
artists. 

But Mr Gumpert went on: 
“George Evans was not a dentist 
or a tattoo artist. Benzocain is 
also commonly used to bulk out 
cocaine. 

“If you bring in cocaine at 60 to 
70 per cent purity and sell it in a 
diluted form at 20 per cent you 
can triple your profit overnight. 
When the police searched a work¬ 


shop at New Road, Great Barford, 
they found 18 more kilos of 
Benzocain.” 

Mr Gumpert said the police also 
found evidence that Evans was 
converting a Mercedes Sprinter 
van so that it could have con¬ 
cealed cavities like the Ford 
Ranger. 

When he was first spoken to by 
the police, after Smith’s arrest, 
Evans said he had been transport¬ 
ing airplane parts. 

After he had been released by 
his kidnappers and found by a 
member of the public on March 
21 last year, he was taken to 
hospital. 

He then refused to answer 
police questions but in his 
defence statement he said he 
introduced Smith to other people 
who wanted a ‘job done.’ 

The prosecutor said: “George 
Evans’ abduction and torture was 
likely to have been carried out by 
people he was concerned with in 
drug dealing. 

“The loss of £1 million pounds’ 
worth of drugs is likely to have led 
to a substantial falling out with 
the people who are the losers. 
George Evans was getting the 
blame.” 

Evans of Hadrians Walk, 
Pacation Way, Stevenage and 
Smith of Millenium Court, Henry 
Bird Way, Northampton, plead 
not guilty to conspiracy to supply 
Class A drugs between June 1, 
2009 and March 20, 2010. 

Evans and his wife Anne, 54, of 
High Road, Beeston, Sandy, deny 
acquiring £324,306 of criminal 
property and converting £388,514 
of criminal property. 

The trial continues. 


Top earners paid 
£1.7m by council

FIGURES released by 
Northampton Borough Council 
show that salaries to senior 
officers increased by £131,000 
last year. 

In total the top 24 earners at the 
authority collected £1,779,000 
between 2010 and 2011. 

The year before the highest paid 
employees pocketed £1,648,000. 

Of the 24 top earners, 19 
received pay rises ranging 
between £3,000 to £13,000 in one 
year. 

Only two positions, head of pol¬ 
icy and community engagement 
and head of finance and assets 


saw pay decreases. Chief 
Executive David Kennedy saw his 
£138,000 a year salary kept the 
same. 

The new leader of the council, 
Conservative Councillor David 
Palethorpe, lays the blame in the 
increased pay with the previous 
Liberal Democrat administration. 

Part of the Tory manifesto 
before the election in May was to 
slash the cost of senior manage¬ 
ment. 

Cllr Palethorpe said: “Since 2008 
up to May this year we have been 
in a recession and yet despite the 
authority cutting back and 
decreasing in size, senior manag¬ 
er costs have kept going up. 

“When we were in opposition, 


we kept on pointing this out to 
the Liberal Democrats but they 
accused us of scare mongering, 
but these published accounts 
show that we were right all along. 

“We are already committed to 
getting these costs down. 

“Since May we have already got 
rid of three positions, two by 
outsourcing, and expect to save 
£25,000. 

“It will also be the case that if a 
senior officer leaves their 
position, it may not automatically 
be filled if the role cannot be done 
by restructuring. 

“We want to get the costs down 
and run the council like a 
business and this will come in 
phases.” 


Hundreds of workers to move county in centre closure 


TWO hundred employees may 
have to take up work in another 
county after a call-centre was 
axed. 

The National Grid office at 
Lakeside House, Bedford Road, 
Northampton, is to merge with 
its Hinckley office in 
Leicestershire in a move that will 
affect 400 workers. 

Staff from the call-centre were 
told of the plans in April with the 
company announcing the closure 
of the Northampton branch this 


week after a consultation period. 

Around 200 employees will 
now have to work more than 40 
miles away in the Leicestershire 
town with the rest of the 
workforce told they must apply 
for other jobs within National 
Grid. 

The centre is expected to close 
next summer. 

A spokesman for the firm said: 
“We have been in consultation 
with the staff in Northampton 
since April. It has now been 


decided to streamline the 
service and provide a better 
service to customers. Calls will 
be handled in Hinckley. 

“There won’t be any 
redundancies and around 200 
people will be moving to the 
Hinckley call centre. 

“Obviously we appreciate the 
fact not everyone will want to 
travel to work elsewhere and it is 
why staff have the opportunity 
to apply for other jobs within 
National Grid.”

Bairs tow eves 
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‘Free’ son denies the 
murder of father, 94

A MAN is claimed to have 
murdered his 94-year-old father 
by throttling him with his bare 
hands and pyjamas, a court has 
heard. 

John Zebedee, 55, denies 
murdering Harry Zebedee, who 
suffered from Alzheimer’s, in his 
sister’s house in Slapton, near 
Towcester, on February 25. 

Piers Reed, prosecuting, said 
that Zebedee, who shared the 
care of his father with his sister, 
had told police a ‘red mist’ came 
over him after his father’s actions 
reminded him of how he was 
abused by the man as a child. 

Mr Reed said: “He told the 
police once he was arrested ‘I 
watched my father die. It’s great to 
be free. He was a cruel a man who 
abused me. First my mother, then 
my sister, then me’.” 

Mr Reed said that his mother is 
now deceased but his sister knew 
nothing of the allegations. The 
court also heard how John Zebedee 


had consumed two and a half 
bottles of wine before the attack 
and smoked two joints of cannabis. 

Mr Reed said that Harry Zebedee 
had suffered injuries to his head 
and neck and that he had been 
strangled “with his pyjamas by 
hands or by both.” 

He was discovered by the sink by 
his sister’s partner washing blood 
off his t-shirt. Mr Reed said: “The 


crown say he lied about the abuse 
to his mother and sister. 

“This was a man who got himself 
drunk, and because he had got up 
to change his father, lost his 
temper.” 

Zebedee, from Reading, admits 
the manslaughter of his father but 
denies murder. 

The trial, at Northampton Crown 
Court, continues.

WHEN Northampton resident James Kouzaris was shot dead in 
Florida with his friend James Cooper, it shocked the community. 
Despite the tragedy their friends are aiming to keep the pair’s 
memories alive and have launched a charity to help youngsters and 
victims of violent crime. JONATHAN REILLY found out more. 


AFTER a tragedy it is easy for life to stop 
entirely. When the tragedy in question 
happens to be the murder of two of 
your friends, many people would for¬ 
give you for feeling nothing but anger. 

But for the pals of Kingsthorpe man 
James Kouzaris, 24, and his university 
buddyjames Cooper, 25 the opposite is 
true. 

The two mates were shot dead in the 
idyllic Florida city of Sarasota in April, 
after they found themselves in an area 
known for its poverty and violent crime. 

Chums have spent the time since the 
murders setting up the charity ‘Always a 
Chance’ which aims to help victims of 
violent crime. 

Joe Hallett was one of Mr Kouzaris’s 
best friends and knew him affectionately 
as ‘Jam’. 

He explained why they set up the chari¬ 
ty: “I was his best friend, I knew Jam from 
the age of ten when we went to Cubs 
together and all the way through school. 

“The charity was set up for both of 
them. We felt we had to get something 
positive out of an awful situation. They 
were both such fantastic people and 
such an inspiration.” 



This week marks the charity’s official 
launch and it has already raised 
£100,000. They hope to have £1 million 
in funds by the end of next year ahead of 
the organisation’s work getting started. 

Mr Hallett said: “We have been

fundraising for the last five months and 
last weekend we had 115 people take 
part in the Northampton Run ‘11 and we 
raised £15,000 which was brilliant. 

“We hope to start our first project 
sometime in 2012 and this will work on 
three levels. 

“The first is victim support. We know 
there are organisations that do this at the 
moment but their resources are tight but 
we want to support the victims of violent 
crime within the UK. 

“The second is through education with 
young people, where we will go into 
schools with ex-gang members to talk 
with young people about gangs and knife 
crime. 

“The third part will be to work with a 
group of people the Government call 
NEETs, (Not in Education, Employment 
or Training) - people between 16 and 25. 
We want to set up projects to help them.” 

Last week, a second man Steven Fields, 
19, was named as a suspect in the 


killings. Sixteen-year-old Shawn Tyson is 
already awaiting trial for murder. 

But Always a Chance believes that 
young people, no matter what their 
background, should be given opportuni¬ 
ties in life. 

Mr Hallett said: “I think generally peo¬ 
ple are very judgemental but we need to 
take a step back as to why these things 
happen and not just lock them up and 
throw away the key. We know that young 
people can be helped to achieve some¬ 
thing if given an opportunity.” 

He admits the work has been tough but 
all-in-all it has been worth it for his 
friends’ legacy. 

Mr Hallett added: “It’s been a really 
tough five months but the support we 
have been getting has been keeping 
everyone going. 

“For us it’s about keeping their memo¬ 
ries alive. They were such inspiring peo¬ 
ple it was the least we could do for 
them.”

TWO new weather stations could be set 
up to help deal with winter weather. 

While Northamptonshire basked in the 
heat of an Indian summer in the last 
week the County Council has been 
preparing for the chills of winter. 

The proposal to install two new weath¬ 
er stations and upgrade five existing 
ones to improve forecasting for the 
authority’s winter service will be 
discussed by cabinet members next 
week. 

The council currently has five weather 
stations that monitor the general weath¬ 
er conditions and obtain specific data 
from sensors in the road. 

The information is then used to calcu¬ 
late a forecast which can help make 
informed decisions on whether it is nec¬ 
essary to carry out a gritting run and in 
which locations. 

The improvements are part of a 
number of measures being introduced 
by the county council to ensure the 
authority is better prepared for severe 
conditions on the roads in the event of 
another harsh winter. 

The council will also discuss improving 
the way footways are treated and an 
increase in the number of ‘self-help’ grit 
bins throughout Northamptonshire.

“Of course there is no telling what this 
winter will bring but we need to be 
prepared for the worst and make sure 
we’re all set to tackle what nature has to 
throw at us.” 

Man attacks girl, 16,

Glowing report for 
new street lighting

A SCHEME that will see the 
county's street lights replaced 
started this week - despite the 
county council reiterating its 
plan to turn half the lamps off. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council has teamed up with 
Balfour Beatty who will take over 
responsibility for the authority’s 
street lighting, illuminated signs 
and bollards. 

Under the initiative the new 
lights will use 40 per cent less 
energy on a like-for-like basis 
when compared with the existing 
stock and would also offer a 
uniform, white light rather than 
the patchy orange glow of 
traditional lights. 

The authority will consider a 
number of factors before 
installing new lights and will 
target areas including where 
there are high levels of crime and 
anti-social behaviour, streets 
where there are high accident 
rates and where major events 
take place. 

Cllr Andre Gonzalez De Savage, 
county council cabinet member 
for infrastructure and public pro¬ 
tection, said: “I’m delighted that 
we’ve arrived at this date and 
we’re entering into this very 



exciting contract which will see 
radical changes to the street 
lighting across the county. 

“There are advantages with the 
new technology being able to 
provide greater flexibility and in 
an age where consideration of the 
environment is increasingly 
important, there will be real 
benefits with carbon reduction 
targets. 

“People will also see a real 
difference in the quality of the 
lighting and the technology is 
such now that light pollution is 
greatly diminished. 

“The county council will 
manage and monitor the con¬ 
tract and we will be working with 
Balfour Beatty to make sure that 
the planned works meet the 
council’s approval.” 



Despite the investments in the 
new lights, the council has 
refused a motion from the Liberal 
Democrats that called for a better 
appeal process into the switch off 
after the clocks go back. 

Half of Northamptonshire’s 
street lights were turned off in a 
bid to save £2 million. 

Cllr Brendan Glynane, leader of 
the Liberal Democrat opposition, 
said “I’m shocked by the 
Conservatives’ refusal to listen to 
local people. 

“Many residents are living in 
fear due to the Conservatives’ 
decision to turn off street lights. 

“We know there are problems 
now but when the nights draw in 
it’s crucial that there is an 
opportunity for people to let the 
council know about the impact.”

We must keep 
faith and value 
voluntary work 


I T’S a strange but uplifting 
experience being a town’s 
mayor. Well, that’s been my 
experience anyway as the Mayor 
of Towcester. 

The strange part is seeing so 
much of what’s positive in my 
town and across 
Northamptonshire. 

I exaggerate of course but we 
are though constantly bombarded 
with news that’s bleak. 

It’s so uplifting and refreshing 
therefore to see the reality of 
what’s so positive and good in our 
community. 

Some of that good news is 
seeing the work of the voluntary 
sector and of their volunteers. 
Charities and voluntary groups 
play such a critical role, particularly 
in providing services and often to 
the vulnerable. 

And who are the vulnerable? 
When I worked for an organisation 
that provided emergency 
accommodation for the homeless, 
people would ask me what sort of 
people became homeless. 

My reply was and is, ‘people like 
you and me’. 

It doesn’t take much in life to 
plunge us into personal difficulty, 
to become vulnerable. 

Whether it’s our health, financial 
position, family or personal 
relationships. When things go 
wrong, it’s often voluntary 
organisations that can make the 
difference to our lives. 

Most politicians, in my 
experience, do recognise the 


contribution voluntary organ¬ 
isations make. 

Unfortunately, far too many 
politicians view voluntary 
organisations as a cheap or 
cheaper alternative to public 
services. 

It never fails to amaze me that 
some local politicians continue to 
believe that if an organisation is 
voluntary, it follows that it 
shouldn’t need any public money 
to support its work. 

With the voluntary and 
community sector playing an 
increasing role, funding from local 
government is in fact required 
more than ever. 

In his influential book The Gift 
Relationship, Richard Titmuss 
described the blood donor service 
as an example of the value of 


altruism in social and health policy 
and practice. 

Volunteers in our community 
have this gift relationship with 
others. Giving themselves to the 
service of others. 

It’s my hope that our county, 
borough and district councils will 
fully recognise the value of the 
voluntary sector as they now start 
to plan their budgets for next year. 

With council tax being frozen and 
grants to councils being cut, it will 
be vital for councillors to keep 
faith with voluntary organisations. 

Some voluntary organisations 
need public money to enable them 
to use volunteers. 

Without such core funding the 
gift relationship that many 
volunteers offer will be lost to us 
all.

A MANUFACTURER has been able to almost 
double its profits since it suffered a slump in 
2008 and re-employ staff who were made 
redundant. 

Thanks to help from UK Trade & Investment 
(UKTI) and the Manufacturing Advisory Service 
(MAS) aluminium tower manufacturer Euro 
Towers Ltd based in Round Spinney, 
Northampton, is now back making profits after 
its turnover dropped by 70 per cent in the 
recession.

With UKTI 
support we were able to translate our websites 
and brochures into several languages which 
helped the company when exhibiting overseas. 

“Support was also available to help with over¬ 
seas exhibitions and the great thing was it was 
all free. In the worst part of the recession UKTI’s 
support was invaluable. 

“The Manufacturing Advisory Service were 
able to offer us training on our new 3D 
Computer Aided Design System which has 
helped to attract some significant business. 
They also helped us with financial support to 
develop a new product.” 

She added: “We are recovering; making profits 
again and taking on staff. But we have not won 
the battle yet.

Franklins fans 
inspire extra 
effort in Samu 

SAMU Manoa has come a long way in a 
short space of time. From playing in 
front of a handful of people for San 
Francisco Golden Gate, the American 
lock has quickly established himself in 
the Northampton Saints team. 

With his strong running, big hitting 
tackles and strong ruck clearances, it is 
perhaps little surprise that Manoa has 
become something of a cult hero 
amongst the Franklin’s Gardens faith¬ 
ful. He is certainly enjoying playing in 
front of the large crowds the Aviva Pre¬ 
miership attracts, which makes a big 
change from his days playing in the 
somewhat less high profile Rugby 
Super League. 

“Our biggest crowd was probably one 
hundred at the most,” said Manoa. “It’s 
lovely to play in front of thousands. 

“To come from where I was at, playing 
in front of a hundred, I thought that 
was a lot until I came out here. 

“It’s nice playing in front of a lot of 
people and showing them what you've 
got. It gives you an extra energy. When 
you’ve got 13,000 people cheering for 
you and your squad you just go on and 
do more. Even when you’re tired you 
just keep going. 

‘I enjoyed it straight away. I used to 
watch the Premiership and saw the 
crowds getting behind the teams. 

“When I came out here and I saw my 
first game I thought, ‘oh yeah, this is it, 
right here.’” 

Manoa’s progress since moving to 
Northampton over the summer is all 
the more impressive considering he 
was playing amateur rugby until direc¬ 
tor of rugby Jim Mallinder spotted him 
amongst the various player DVDs the 
club get sent from agents. 

Joining the Saints meant sacrificing 
the chance of playing for the USA at 
this year’s Rugby World Cup, although 
it was a choice that the 26-year-old was 
happy to make as it allowed him to pur¬ 
sue a career as a professional rugby 
player. Despite an impressive start, 
Manoa believes he still has areas to 
work on, and also feels there are other 
players in the Super League that could 
follow in his footsteps. 

He said: “I’m trying to learn the set 
pieces, where I need to be and things 
like that. Before, I was running around 
like a headless chicken, going into every 
single ruck. I’m just trying to knowhow 
our game is and where I need to be or 
don’t need to be. 

“I’ve had some good feedback. I think 
some people are surprised with me 
coming from where I was, jumping 
straight into the Premiership at this 
high a level and doing pretty good. 

“There are a couple of players back 
home that I think could do well in the 
Premiership. It’s just hard for them to 
get looked at because they don’t have 
any highlight tapes. No-one is really 
pushing those players to have a look at 
them.” 

All that has taken the gloss off the 
start to his professional career is 
Northampton’s run of four consecutive 
defeats following the season opening 
victory against Gloucester. 

But for Manoa, there is no point 
dwelling on those losses. He feels that 
the only way to get their season back on 
track is to keep working on cutting out 
the small mistakes that have proved 
costly in recent weeks. 

“It’s frustrating, but you’ve just got to 
move on and get better at the stuff you 
work on,” he said. “We’re not that far 
away from where we need to be so we’ve 
got to keep working.”

‘We’ve had no big crisis 
meetings,’ says Mallinder

FOR anyone associated with Northampton 
Saints, the Aviva Premiership table hardly 
makes pleasant reading. The side currently find 
themselves 11th with just one win from the 
opening five games. 

Director of rugby Jim Mallinder has never been 
a man to panic at the slightest wobble though. 
With more than three quarters of the league sea¬ 
son still to go he is more than confident the Saints 
will make the play-offs. 

“It was always going to be a challenge at the 
beginning of the season and we’ve never said any¬ 
thing less,” he said ahead of the visit of Exeter 
Chiefs on Saturday. 

“We could have easily won the London Irish 
game, we could have gone away to Sale and won 
because the first 60 minutes we dominated. 

“We could have won three out of five, but some¬ 
times a little bounce of the ball, a little referee de¬ 
cision here and there, a little penalty here and 
there makes massive differences, and that’s where 
we find ourselves. 

“We’ve had no big crisis meetings, we don’t treat 
things a lot differently. 

“You’ve got to make sure that when you’re win¬ 
ning you don’t get carried away with that, but also 
on the other hand, you don’t get too down and 
out when you lose. 

“It’s not good when you’re not winning, and, of 
course, the pressure is on the players and the 
coach to get back to winning ways. 

“But we know what works, and we’ve had a good 
honest look at ourselves and the way we are play¬ 
ing, and work at what we can do better.” 

A sole Stephen Myler penalty accounted for 
Northampton’s only score in the 12-3 defeat at 
Worcester Warriors last Friday, with tries proving 
hard to come by for the team in recent weeks. 

Mallinder has urged his side to be more clinical 


with the ball in hand. He said: “We’ve looked back 
[at the Worcester game] and actually noticed that 
we created quite a lot of chances. 

“We’re probably just playing within ourselves a 
little bit and we probably should have taken ad¬ 
vantage of some of the hard work that we put in. 

“We’ve looked at it and we’re not a long way off 
- we’ve got a good set piece, our scrum and line 
out are good, so it’s really just what we do off of 
those. When we do get our chances we need to 
make sure that we take them. 

“I guess a little bit is confidence and sometimes 
you try too hard. 

“As coaches, we’ve got to be careful that we don’t 
over-coach and we’ve got to let the lads play. 

“You can get into certain situations where you 
have overlaps, for example, and you’ve got to use 
those numbers and just pass the ball. 

“You’ve not got to be afraid of playing wherever 
on the field if the opportunity arises.” 

Saturday’s meeting with Exeter is the last before

He said: “They're a team that got promoted and 
they are very tight together - not dissimilar to 
when we came up from Division One. 

“They keep it simple, they’ve got a real hard set 
of forwards that work for each other, don’t over¬ 
complicate things in the backs. 

“They’ve got some strong runners in the centre, 
a nice fly half that likes to get the ball wide and 
they like to play a lot of rugby. 

“They don’t like to kick the ball off of the field, 
they like to keep the ball alive and they’re a diffi¬ 
cult side to beat as a lot of other sides have found 
this year already.” 

Saints hooker Andy Long is out long term after 
undergoing an ankle operation, but Roger Wil¬ 
son is available again after recovering from 
injury.

THERE has only ever been one 
previous competitive meeting 
between Northampton Town 
and Crawley Town, and it is one 
that Cobblers fans would rather 
forget. 

It is just under 20 years since 
Town suffered a 4-2 upset in the 
first round of the FA Cup against 
the then Southern League Pre¬ 
mier Division side, who went on 
to reach round three. 

Now they both find themselves 
playing at the same level of the 
football pyramid following 
Crawley’s promotion to League 
Two as last season’s Blue Square 
Bet Premier champions. 

The sides go head-to-head in 
the Saturday lunchtime kick-off 
in front of the Sky Sports cam¬ 
eras, with Steve Evans’ Red Dev¬ 
ils looking to go top of the table, 
even if it does turn out to be only 
temporary. 

While Crawley have made a 
roaring start to their first Foot¬ 
ball League campaign, 
Northampton are steadily im¬ 
proving and moved to within 
three points of the play-offs after 
last weekend’s 2-1 win away at 
Barnet. 

“We’ve had a good six or seven 
games,” said manager Gary 
Johnson (pictured above). “We’d 
like to be in the play-offs already, 
but we had our sticky spell early 


and hopefully we’ll come out of 
it and push our way. 

“We get a good opportunity, 
Saturday, live on TV so that nor¬ 
mally perks everybody up, and 
we’ve got to make sure that, be¬ 
cause it’s an early kick-off, we 
find ourselves probably being in 
a play-off spot.” 

The victory at Underhill was 
the first time the Cobblers had 
secured back-to-back league 
wins this season, although it 
took an 89th minute strike from 
Ben Tozer to seal the three 
points. 

Indeed, the away side had 
found themselves a goal down 
after 17 minutes, with Ricky 
Holmes firing the struggling 
Bees in front. It was a lead they 
held going into half time, but 
within six minutes of the restart 
Northampton were level. 

Arron Davies was in the right 
place to poke home at the far 
post for his second goal in as 
many games, and then in the 
closing stages Tozer was given 
room to shoot and drove a low 
shot into the bottom corner to 
seal the win. 

Johnson admitted afterwards 
his side had to battle for the re¬ 
sult, saying: “We like to play our 
proper game and win games, 
but it was a game of two halves 
and we weren't very good in the 
first. 

“We didn’t really get going, lost 
the ball from the kick-off and 


they had three or four good 
opportunities, so we had to tell a 
few home truths at half time 
and. .. we knew that we had to 
up the tempo, work rate and 
ability. 

“I also asked the lads to come 
out and have a look at the faces 
of the Northampton supporters 
that had made this journey and 
they deserved a little bit more - 
win, lose or draw. We needed to 
give them a little bit more, and 
we suddenly got in that end, did 
a little bit and got the two goals 
we needed.” 

A win over Crawley would take 
Northampton level on points 
with joint seventh placed teams 
Port Vale and Rotherham United 
- at least until the rest of the 
day’s games have been com¬ 
pleted in the afternoon. 

Johnson believes the signs are 
there that the Cobblers have 
started to overcome their patchy 
start to the season and is hoping 
they can continue to climb the 
table. 

He said: “We are getting better 
and we’re getting a bit of the luck 
now that we probably didn’t 
have earlier in a few games. 

“Funnily enough, we didn’t 
play well in the first half, but we 
had two or three opportunities. 

“In all games, both teams are 
going to have opportunities and 
you’ve just got to go home hav¬ 
ing scored more than the oppo¬ 
sition and that’s what we did.” 


Di Resta hoping for luck 
in Land of the Rising Sun

PAUL di Resta believes Force India will need 
luck on their side if they are to overtake 
Renault and secure a fifth place finish in the 
Constructor’s Championship. 

Recent points scoring finishes from di 
Resta [picturedright] and Adrian Sutil have 
seen the Silverstone-based team move to 
within 22 points of the top five. 

They will be looking to keep that going at 
this weekend’s Japanese Grand Prix, but di 
Resta admits it will be a tough task to 
achieve their end of season target. 

He said: “It’s definitely achievable, but I 
think it will be a big ask unless we get quite 
a bit of luck along the way. 

“The key will be getting both cars in the 
points, but we’ve also seen that Renault look 
stronger on certain tracks. 

“So we’re aiming at catching them but well 
aware they still have quite a points 
advantage. Things have really come 
together quite well in the middle part of the 
year and I think we’ve delivered as a team. 

“In Singapore the upgrade package 
worked as we expected and contributed to 
the end result. That’s a big credit to the 
team and we’ve all worked very hard to 
achieve these recent results.” 

Sutil cites the Suzaka track for Sunday’s 
race as one of his favourites, having 
become familiar with it after spending a 
year racing in the All-Japan Formula Three 
series. He has only one points finish there in 
Formula One, though, and will be keen to at 
least equal his eighth place finish there four 
years ago.

These are indeed exciting times for the 
sport in the town, which has seen the 
professional game undergo resurgence in 
the past two years to go with the strong 
amateur boxing scene. 

Former Far Cotton Boys ABC fighter 
Reeve [4[2]-0] will be involved in the 
inaugural Prizefighter super flyweight event 
at the Liverpool Olympia next Wednesday, 
and Lane [1-0-1] is eyeing a spot in the 
super featherweight edition at the end of 
the month. 

Fellow novice pro Liam Daly [3-0] also has 
ambitions of entering the next light 
heavyweight Prizefighter, while his ex-Kings 
Heath ABC club mate Jamie Spence [9[2]-3] 
is set to defend his British Masters light 
welterweight title before the end of the 
year. 

Lane said: “To have two of us involved in 
the same month would generate no end of 
publicity. It would put the town back on the 
map for boxing. 

“Financially it will help us, but if we get in 
there and do well it could help out the next 
generation of boxers. 

“Jamie did well to win the British Masters 
title because that was a hard fight [against 
Kristian Laight], and Liam Daly is improving 
all of the time. 

“I feel I’m improving all of the time as well, 
and Nathan is also getting better and 
stronger.” 

Lane walked away with the Midlands Area 
Council’s ‘Fight of the Year’ award on 
Saturday evening for his triumphant toe-to- 
toe slugfest with Ryan McNicol back in July, 
giving him double cause to celebrate as it 
was also his 21st birthday. 



“Suzuka is a great circuit, one that suits 
me very well,” Sutil said.

British and Commonwealth champions, 
and undefeated prospects. 

The winner will be decided on the night 
in the knock-out tournament at the 
Liverpool Olympia, where Reeve is 
confident he will be the man walking 
away with the trophy and the £32,000 
prize money. 

“I haven’t thought about the money,” 
said Reeve [pictured above with the 
Prizefighter trophy].

LEE Dickson has endured his fair share of bad 
luck with injuries over the past few months, but 
now the Northampton Saints scrum half is back 
and determined to make up for lost time. 

A shoulder injury at the end of last season 
robbed him of the chance to feature for the 
England Saxons in this summer’s Churchill Cup, 
and then he broke his jaw in two places during 
Northampton’s pre-season win at Leinster. 

That meant Dickson (pictured above) was able 
to train but not play, and it was not until last 
Friday’s 12-3 defeat at Worcester Warriors that he 


made his return, starting the game. “Being injured 
is the worst thing, especially for me - I've got too 
much pent-up energy,” he explained. 

“Especially the end of last season, getting my 
shoulder injured wasn’t the best because I wanted 
to make a push for England honours, but had to 
take that. 

“I’d just got myself back fit, had a good pre¬ 
season, played in France and my confidence 
levels were high, then I broke my jaw against 
Leinster quite badly. 

“I was a bit gutted coming back after my 
shoulder injury, getting fit and having the boys 
around, and breaking my jaw was quite a tough 
one. But I’m back now and it’s behind me. 

“It was good to play last week and get that 


confidence back, and then smash into this week¬ 
end, one hundred per cent and ready to go. 

“Personally, it’s good for me to get back and get 
60 minutes under my belt, but unfortunately we 
couldn’t come away with a win or a point which 
was very disappointing for us. 

“There was quite a lot of effort went into training 
for that game all week and it was just tiny little 
margins that we’re not getting right.” 

Northampton’s recent disciplinary problems 
surfaced again in the loss at Worcester, with ex- 
England fly half Andy Goode kicking all of their 
points from penalties. 

It has been a factor in some of the recent narrow 
defeats, and Dickson said: “When we have lost the
